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After Band Aid, five Aid and Sport Aid a 
muter of veil-known cartoonists and art¬ 
ists, straight and gay, have got together 
and produced SIRIPATTS, a 6Chpage com¬ 
pilation of cartoons and comic strips by 
some of the country's leading artists, 
i ncludin g an original hand-made print by 
David Hockney. Joining the ranks of the 
famous is local gay cartoonist and regu¬ 
lar GAY LIFE contributor, GROC, who says 
the idea for the bock came from the crea¬ 
tor of the Matt Black gay super-hero co¬ 
mics, Don Melia. He Had seen a particu¬ 
larly nasty Sun cartoon at the time Prin¬ 
cess Diana was visiting an Aids pateitn 
in hospital recently. 

The book was originally intended to 
run to 36 pages but soon grew to over 60 
as there was an overwhelming response to 
Aids charities, 

from the sale of the book go 

,_ n lighthouse Project, which 

when completed will be the first resi¬ 
dential and day care centre to be estab¬ 
lished in Britain to care for people 
affected by AIDS, 

The book was launched at Gay Pride 
and was completed in less than two months 
and already 600 copies of the book, sig¬ 
ned by David Shenton of "Stanley fame 
and groc, sold like hot cakes. There is 
an initial print run of 40,000. 

Other contributors include David 
Shenton, Kate Charlesworth, Cath Jackson, 
Mel Caiman, and JAK, who will be remem¬ 
bered for bis own often anti-gay and 
lesbian cartoons, but he is apparently 
so incensed by the daily utterances of 
the Chief Constable of Greater Manchester 
Janes Anderton, that he vented to add 
his name to the list of contributors. 

The book is published by Willie/Prods, 
Snail time Ink, 29 Belsize Park, London, 
M3, and costs £2.50 plus oostage of 
and is obtainable from 
Heathoote Street, Nottingham.

Un the first evening ten cautious peo¬ 
ple turned up, but by the second session the numbers had doubled, and 
doubled again by the third, ending up with a lively bunch of thirty- 
four pjeople. 

Each workshop involved taking participants through four distinct 
phases, beginning with mourning, where participants explored their feel¬ 
ings of loss of previous sexual activities and faced their concerns ar¬ 
ound safer sex. The second part of the workshop looked at the need for 
a safer sexuality in order to stay well psychologically, while the third 
phase looked at discovering ways of having safer sex which were both 
creative and erotic. The final part of the evening soight to find ways 
of discussing safer sex with a new partner.

The story of the short devoted life of Th6r6se Martin (later 
St Th6r6se) who entered a strict Carmelite convent to die 
there of tuberculosis at the age of 24, unfolds in a 
succession of brief tableaux. The film concentrates on the 
daily rituals, giving them an almost religious resonance. 
But though the austerity is rather studied, it's a rare 
pleasure to see a new film which can make so much of 
contemplation and draw its strength from one simple 
uneventful life. ( JOHN WRATHALL - CITY LIMITS]. 

FRANCES Wed 8 July 

Dir. Graeme Clifford USA 1982/140 mins/15 

Devastating and somewhat sensationalist biopic of 30s 
film star Frances Farmer, battling with st-udios who 
wanted to break her spirit and turn her into the 
archetypal, acquiescent studio fodder. But her 
intelligence, outspokeness. radicalism and talent is 
construed as mental instability — resulting in long 
periods in samtoriums and an eventual, catastrophic 
brain surgery. 


MISHIMA: A LIFE IN FOUR CHAPTERS Thurs 9 July 

Dir. Paul Schrader USA 1985/120 mins/subtitled/15 

Although Mishima's heirs objected to any too factual 
study of the controversial writer's homosexuality, 
political activism and S & M inclined asceticism, 
Schrader here succeeds triumphantly in creating a 
challenging axploration of the contradictions in male 
sexuaiity at the limit. Vukio Mishima was a famous 
novelist and Japanese traditionalist, whose private army 
staged an abortive coup and who ritually killed himself 
when it failed

Described as Back to the Future for adults, the film is 
blessed with a witty script, and a warmly energetic 
performance from the wonderful Kathleen Turner. She 
plays Peggy Sue, a mother of two teenagers, on the brink 
of divorce from her fickle husband. At their high school 
reunion she collapses and comes round to find herself back 
in class, all of 18 and thus able to attempt to change her 
future. A far more rounded study than Coppola's come up 
with in a long time.

Deeply symbolic, but also intensely moving, STALKER 
concerns the forbidden Zone, hidden deep in an un-named 
country, where people venture to discover their dreams, or 
worst nightmares.

WE mm ABUT 77 E AIDS PANIC bv Dr. 

Michael Fitzpatrick and Don MUlii 
Junius Publications $ (price £l. r 

Just published, THE TRUTH ABOUT THE AIDS 
PANIC, is the only book I know that focuses equally 
on the ideological reality of the panic as well as the 
material reality of the disease. 

Fitzpatrick is a G.P. working in east; London, Milligan 
(Author of The Politics of Homosexuality, Pluto 
Press, 1973.) a long-time fighter for gay liberation and 
socialism. Their analysis, informed by a revolutionary 
perspective, is clear, cogent and condemnatory of the 
Government, the Labour party, radical gay groups, 
AIDS advisory and support-care groups. 

‘The defect of the radical response to AIDS is that it 
unquestioningly accepts the official view that AIDS 
is a major threat to public health and that the call for 
safe sex is a rational response’. They argue that radical 
gays, in forlornly and mistakenly attempting to deflect 
and diffuse the anti-gay backlash ‘encourage hetero¬ 
sexual anxieties and turn a blind eye to the mounting 
attack on homosexuals.’ 

They go on to say ‘scaring straights is no way to pro¬ 
tect gays from the anti-homosexual backlash generated 
around the fear of HIV contagion.’ 

AIDS, in this country, is overwhelmingly a gay disease. 
Pretending otherwise is no protection,-ideologically 
or materially. They say, ‘in noting that AIDS pred¬ 
ominantly affects gay men, we attribute no blame to 
them. On the contrary, this is our scientific point of 
departure for the defence*of the rights of all homo¬ 
sexuals. When we acknowledge that anal intercourse is 
probably the major route by which the AIDS virus 
has spread in the West, we recognise at the same time 
that millions of people the world over find this a 
pleasurable form of sexual activity.’ 

Their blistering attack on the government publicity 
campaign is sharply focussed: ‘Posting the official 
AIDS leaflet to every household in Britain in the 
coldest January for decades summed up the absurdity 
of the safe sex campaign. About a third of the homes 
receiving the leaflet contained either a single person 
over 60, or an elderly couple. For the millions of 
pensioners who learnt the importance of shunning 
promiscuity and using condoms, hypothermia was a 
much more serious threat to life.* 

Furthermore, ‘while the (government’s) safe sex 
campaign may cause widespread alarm among people 
who have a higher chance of being run-over by a bus 
than they have of contracting AIDS, it will not stop 
the spread of AIDS in the high risk categories.* The out 
gay minority have already varied their sexual activities, 
having watched developments in the States during 
the past two or three years, so the campaign is irr¬ 
elevant for them. It is useless for the majority of 
gays, closeted, and pursuing their sexual activities 
furtively and fearfully lest they be socially exposed. 
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In short, Fitzpatrick and Milligan maintain that ‘the 
way to stop the spread of AIDS is neither to pretend 
that it is a threat to heterosexuals, nor to make futile 
exhortations to gays, but rather to challenge every 
act of discrimination or harassment against homo¬ 
sexuals’. They are in no doubt that ‘for as long as 
homosexuality remains an underground activity in 
Britain, it will be impossible to prevent AIDS spread¬ 
ing among gay rqen. 

Consequently, they argue that ‘a national response to 
the Afl)S epidemic would set about getting rid of all 
forms of discrimination against homosexuals and 
ensure adequate resources for research into a cure 
and vaccine for HIV infection and for all aspects of 
care of AIDS sufferers’. And they argue, government 
policy is quite the contrary. While the government 
leaves direct condemnation of homosexuals to the 
churches, the police, the media and so on it promotes 
monogomy within the family in its pursuit of person¬ 
ally pathologising those who stray from that norm, 
thus atomising, fragmenting, individualising people, 
preventing the development of solidarity which just 
might threaten its exploitative control over the maj¬ 
ority. 

Their attacks on gay radicals is equally strong and will 
undoubtedly elicit defensive hostility from them. 
In a broad-side against those progressive Labour 
councils supporting gay and lesbian centres and em¬ 
ploying lesbian and gay workers they say, ‘the quan- 
goisation of the gay movement had the effect of 
softening it up before the AIDS panic struck,* and 
‘like naughty boys who have been made into school 
prefects, the gay radicals of the past now promote 
sexual restraint with greater zeal than they ever did 
the cause of sexual liberation’. 

Fitzpatrick and Milligan’s analysis will, I am sure, 
be seen by many inside and outside of the gay move¬ 
ment, to be contentious and controversial. What 
cannot be denied is its uncompromising and accom¬ 
plished attack against institutions and people perpet¬ 
uating oppression of gays. For that alone it shines 
like a nugget of gold amongst the avalanche of books 
on AIDS that have appeared with increasing frequency 
during the past two years.
